crown throughout the District entizely by Natives, 
hy the Ryots, who contract to deliver the Plant at uo 
niany binudles per Rupee. 

3. With regard to the second point, whether the 
contracts are willingly entered into, or whether jhe 
cultivation of the Plant interfures with the other, 
occupations of the Ryots and produces disturbances 
I may, 1 think, state with perfect, and entire confi- 
dence, that, as a general rnle, the contracts are entered 
into willingly and readily and the cultivation is not 
productive of disturbances of any sort. The Ryots 
of a portion of the District (the Nellore, Kaligiri, 
Pamir, and Néyudupéta Divisions) not only. enter 
into the cultivation ly but give a decided” prefer- 
ence to dealings with Ewropeans. ‘The Ryots of tho 
other parts of the District on the other hand give a 
preference, apparently, to their own countrymen. for 
which two esusea might he assigned. 19f,-—Lhe Native 
Merchants give advances when the Ryots stand in 
need of them and take the Plant when ready. ‘They 
thus bring many within their operations, who would 
not otherwise be so enguged 5 and secondly, when the 
Ryots fail in their contracts, they resort to legal pro- 

s only as the last expedient, whilst Europeans, 
on the other hand, grant advances and recover moro 
after the regular course of trade, But in reality, 
much is undoubtedly to be ascrilied in this respect. to 
the relative circumstances of the different portions of 
the District. Where there are wealthy Natives, there 
the trade is more likely to be in their hands, Where 
thus class is wanting, a wider field ix opened to Kuro-

4. With regard to the third question, I am unable 
to give any preciso information. The cultivation and 
manufacture of Indigo are carried on to w very great 
extent in this District without any European superin- 
tendeuce whateoever. But what proportion such

‘Answer 2.- V have no reason to believe that the 
Tryots who contract to supply the Plait do so at all 
unwillingly.

In regard to 
the first point, I gather from the reports of my Native 
Subordinates ‘and other sources, that European 
Azency is not directly employed ia the cultivation und 
manufacture of Indigo in this District, Messrs Parry 
aud Co., of Madrag,and Messrs. Hart and Simpson are 
the only Europeans who have Factories in this District, 
aud from some correspondence which has passed 01 
the subject, I learn from the former Firm, that their 
Concerns are ed entirely by Native Agency, und 
that the Indigo manufaotured at their Factories is cul- 
tvuted by the Ryots on their own lands, on receipt of 
alvanees made to them under agreement to deliver 
the leat at a certain rate per cullum at the Factory. 
‘The rites probably vary somewhat acvording to loca-

and returned to Cullagouk on the 9th May. I had 
become rather doubtful about the quarry. I found 
so much earth and rotten stuff to be cleared away 
before I came to anything satisfactory in the way 
of solid stone, that 1 left Callagouk with the in- 
tention of changing the site, if nothing better 
appeared on my.retarn, This would have been very 
unsatisfactory, as some expense had been gone to 
in the way of laying out sheds for smiths’ und cure 
penters’ shops, a pier for the shipment of stones, 
tram-way, &c., all laid down with reference to this 
site. On my return, however, I found the work- 
mes hud come to the surface of the solid rock, T 
then dctormined to persevere in this site, and, tak- 
ing a lower level, to drive a shaft down till we 
came to the surface again, and thence working in 
horizontally till we gota face, The rams had in 
the meantime, however, set in heavily, and 1 
knocked off all work in quarrying till I could get 
all the people well under cover lor the coming 
Monsoon. 

15. On the 1th Mvy I started the shaft 
spoken of above, got down about twelve feet, and 
came to the overlying stone, which is all rotten. 
Lhave been ever since then driving in horizontally, 
and T um happy to say there is now a very fine 
quarry opening up. 

16. 1 began now to run short of bamboos and 
leaves for dwelling-houses, so | proceeded in the 
Steamer to Yew (a place about thirty miles to the 
Southward of Callagouk) on the 20th May. [ 
had much difficulty, without a Pilot, in getting 
into the River: but as I had confidence in the 
Steamer and her Commander, I went on; we got 
over the bar and into the River, lut found the 
latter very narrow, though with a <lcep channel. 
We got within about four iniles of Yea, when in 
turning a sharp angle the Steamer did not obey 
her helin quickly enough, and grounded on a sand- 
Dank (we had a Burmese Pilot on board, whom we 
picked up in ide the Raver). At low vater sho 
was high and dry ; Captain Rowe tock the oppor- 
tunity of xerbbing her bottom, and I went on in 
a boat to Yea, No damage occurred, and the 
Steamer came olf the next tide. Next morning, 
having got everything that could be had, 1 re- 
turned to Callagouk. it was important to me to 
get to Yea, as it is the most considerable plac in 
the neighbouhovd, and one from which, in tho 
Nort-East. Monsoon, I shall be able to draw sup- 
plies. Another time T shall be able to. go in the 
Steamer up the River, off the Town itself. In this 
trip I used alinost entirely wood cut at Cullagouk

Sr,—I nave the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter No. 2016, dated 23rd ultimo, and en- 
closures, on the subject of the proposed Road from 
Ruseoleondah to Sonepoor, and in reply to communi- 
cate, for the information of Government, ax follows. 


2. I am not aware of the cireumstances which 
originally led to the proposed construction of a Road 
between the places referred to, and in go fur as I can 
ascertam nothing was done by or in communication 
with this Office. 

8. It* appear that, in the latter ond of 1853, the 
sum of Rupees 28,700 was 
sanctioned for that portion 
of the line from Russel- 
condah to Koinjuru, of which 
Rupees 14,235 was expended on a route v4 Dur. 
phingia, afterwards found to be impracticable, and 
abandoned in consequence. 

4 Since then work hax progressed on another line 
rid Doorgapershad and Kalingia, which branches off 
the previous one at Mojogada, a place of some local 
importance, situated eight miles from Russeleondah ; 
and the cost of carrying on the Road from this point 
to Koinjura, a distance of twenty-seven miles, is 
estimated at Rupees $0,500. 

5. ‘The District Engineer, Ganjam, has also reeom- 
mended that the line should he carried, not to Koinjura 
as at first intended, but to Sunkarabol, a little to the 
Northward. the diversion saving some Engincering 
dificulties and expensive work. 

6. ‘Lwo miles North-West of Sunkurabol, which 15

country involves Government in an expense of about 
1,400 Rupees a month, while Bond pays @ petty tribute 
of 800 Kupees per annum, which is fixed in perpetuity, 

19. ‘Cherefore the return for expenditure incurred 
must be looked for in the promotion of civilization 
among the Khoonds, and in the development of trado 
between the Ganjam and Goomsur Districts and the 
interior tracts of India, laying sbout the upper parts 
of the Mahanuddy River, Raipore, Sumbulpote, de. 

20. Ono point, howover, I should’ not omit to 
notice, because, if not attended to, the Road will be « 
dead loss to Government, I mean with referenco to 
the price of Salt in Ganjam. ‘The probability is that 
a large proportion of the 20,000 bullocks before men. 
tioned were taken down for the conveyance of cheap 





Salt manufactured in the Pans on the Ganja Coase, 
im place of p their way as unual down to the 
Golaks in Poouée and Cuttack and paying the ‘higher 
rate. 
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21. Inthe correspondence from Madras I see it 
distinctly stated that a great increase in trade, in- 
cluding Salt, may bo expected. 

22, The Orissa Salt ia in every respect better than 
that made in Ctanjam, and is preferred to it, but when 
‘an extraordinary difference of price exists the cheaper 
is of course taken. 

23, If then, by the construction of the proposed 
Road, an extra lac of maunds of Ganjam Sut is dis- 
posed of annually, with a corresponding falling-off in 
Pooree and Cuttack, the loss to Government will be 
about 80,000 Rupees por annum. 

24, Tt is supporod, I believe, that the people of 
Madras are too poor to be able to pay the same prices 
for their Salt as those in Bengal are compelled to do ; 
but, if true, T see no reason why the interior and con. 
tral parts of India, not in Maitras, should ho supplied 
with cheap Salt to the detriment of the Government, 
Revenue. 

25. On tho whole, however, I recommend that the 
Rond be Sanctioned ; but considering the heavy ex- 
pense previously involved by the abandomment of part 
of the line between Mojogala and Durphingia, I 
would strongly recomend an immediate Survey of the 
line between Sunkarabol and Sonepoor, because, if 
found to be impracticable in any part, the expense of 
making the Road on the Madras side up to Sunkara- 
bol may prove to have been ximilarly wasted. 

26. "I think also that the Woad from firet to last 
should be treated as a whole, and not divided into two 
sections, one under a Madras and one undera Bengal 
party. "The District Engincer, (anjam, has stated 
that thege are great difficulties which must he over. 
come, Sappers and Miners being indispensable, hut- 
ting of Coolies, Medical attendance, &e. [ should antici- 
pate very oxtraordinary difficulties in carrying on 
operations in a country 80 remote from Cuttack ; xo 
unhealthy, and among so excitable and wild a race of 
people ; and T recommend that the same Engineer Staff, 
Sappers and Miners and Laborers, employed ow the 
Maudras side should eontinue the work up to Sonepoor.
